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In  the  groTJing  field  of  Environmental  Psychology,  the 
relationsliip  bstueen  residential  physical  environment  and 
htiman  needs  or  behavior  has  been  receiving  groidng  attention. 
3ven  though  the  design  of  single  family  dwellings  is  a  very 
small  part  of  the  architects  concern,  the  public  housing  or 
multiple  duelling  units  issue  is  gaining  both  in  design  and 
public  prominence.    Ilass  housing  brings  the  problem  of 
accorrJEodation  to  a  variety  of  cultural,  physical  and  psycho- 
logical needs  of  individuals  of  irjidely  varying  backgrounds. 
Or  when  the  housing  is  designed  for  a  specific  group,  then 
the  designer  needs  to  be  very  familiar  x-jith  the  cultural  and 
economic  mileau  of  the  users. 

In  evaluating  the  relationsliip  between  environment  and 
behavior,  the  methodology  of  environmental  assessment  becomes 
an  important  issue  and  references  on  this  are  cited  in  the 
bibliogrspliy. 
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
